OF DEVICE TO PREVENT WRECKS 


Automatic Control System, In- 
stalled on Iowa Division at Cost 
of $1,500,000, Tried Out.

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Ia., Oct. 1. 
—Beginning operation today, all 
engines on the Chicago & North- 
western Railroad division between 
Council Bluffs and Boone are 
equipped with an automatic con- 
trol device for which the company 
has expended $1,500,000, and has 
been:‘one vear installing. 

At regular distances along the 
right-of-way is a box-like affair.

Coutracts Will Be Let This Month 
| im Missouri for 90 Miles. |

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 1.— 
Contracts to be let this month by 
‘the State Highway Commission for 
conatruction of\97 miles of road, at 
a cost of approximately $1,500,000, 
will bring the State road work 
placed under contract this year to 
_a total of 1528 miles, costing $30.- 
| 775,000, and makes 1925 the ban- 
ner construction year since the 
‘commission began building) the 
| Missouri system of 7640 miles of 
| highway. 

Since Jan. 1, last, a total of 935 
miles of road has been completed 
,at a cost of approximately $296,- 
‘©0060, and work is in progress on 
'600 contracts scattered throughout 
the State. Juring the last four 
weeks the work completed on these 
contracts aggregated 182 miles of 
road, and work was carried on at 
ithe rate of $1,000,000 a week. 

| Of the roads. completed in the 
last four weeks, 100 miles was con- 
crete paving, 46 miles gravel sur- 
facing and 26 miles graded earth, 
which will be hard surfaced later. 

The Highway Commission had 
fixed at its program for 1925 the 
completion of 1000 miles of hard- 
surfaced roads, . surfaced with 
gravel, concrete or some other type 
of hard surface pavement. Includ- 
ed in the 1925 program is 620 miles 
of concrete paving, 10 miles of 
penetration macadam surfacing, 20 
miles of combination nine-foot con- 
crete and seven-foot gravel road, 
and 350 miles of gravel surfaced 
road. 

Since the Commissioh began its 
work a total of 961 miles of con- 
erete paving has been laid. This 
is scattered throughout the State, 
but the department rapidly is fill- 
ing in the gaps.
